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Our Father's Business

"Keep thy foot when thou goest to 
the house of God, and be more ready to 
hear, than to give the sacrifice of fools” 
(Beci. $21). 

“Wist ye not that I must be about 
my Father’s business?” (Luke 2:49). 


Before my marriage in 1934, to a 
Church of God preacher, I was employed 
for seventeen years in the offices of the 
Traffic Bureau of the Huntington 
Chamber of Commerce. One thing I 
learned well during that period, and that 
was: Good business never advertises it- 
self as being on the decline! In other 
words, optimism is the keynote. And I 
wonder why we do not inject more such 
business ethics in our church life. Jesus 
has been discussed as the master Healer, 
the master Teacher, the master Com- 
forter, and the master of many walks 
of life, but I wonder how many have 
ever thought of Him as the master Busi- 
ness Man. Note in His discourses the 
many business terms used: “COUNT- 
ING THE COST,” “PROFIT AND 
LOSS,” “GAIN,” “EXCHANGE,” etc. 
“For which of you, intending to build 
a tower, sitteth not down first, and 
COUNTETH THE COST, whether he 
have sufficient to finish it,” (Luke 14: 
28). “For what is a man PROFITED, if 
he shall GAIN the whole world and 
LOSE his own soul? or what shall a 
man give in EXCHANGE for his soul?” 
(Matthew 16:26). With these terms in 
mind, we will discuss Jesus as the mas- 


ter Business Man, managing director of 
the largest and most important BUSI- 
NESS in the whole world, that of 
SOUL-SAVING! 


Like any good business man, Jesus 
knew the importance of His wares (con- 
verted men) being polished at all times, 
so He gave His recruiting orders, “Go 
ye therefore,” to them, with the great 
admonition: “Let your light so shine be- 
fore men that they may see your good 
works and glorify your Father which is 
in heaven” (Matt. 5:16). Sinners are 
our prospective customers in the Fa- 
ther’s business, and if we are to be real 
soul-winners for Him, we must keep our 
lamps trimmed and burning, and never 
let the smoke of things that He hates 
tarnish our lights. “God is love,” but 
there are some things He hates: ‘These 
six things doth the Lord hate: yea, seven 
are an abomination unto him, a proud 
look, a lying tongue, and hands that shed 
innocent blood, an heart that deviseth 
wicked imaginations, feet that be swift 
in running to mischief, a false witness 
that speaketh lies, and he that soweth 
discord among brethren” (Prov. 6:16). 
In the business world such is called a 
“whisperer,” and nothing can be so 
damaging as a “whispering campaign.” 
In going about our “Father’s business,” 
He wants us to be careful how we ad- 
vertise it; in other words, to “keep our 
foot when we go to the house of the 
Lord, and to be more ready to hear than 


to give the sacrifice of fools.” 


I often hear folk testify thus: “We 
are not what we used to be; we don’t 
sing and shout like we used to, we don’t 
pray like we used to; in other words, we 
are on the decline.” Well, why don’t we 
do something about it? We know the 
foundation of our business (the Church) 
is good, for Christ Himself said: “Upon 
this rock I will build my church, and 
the gates of hell shall not prevail against 
it.” It would be so much easier, if folk 
really meant business, to call a meeting 
of the stockholders (church members) 
and get on praying ground. James 4:2 
says: “Ye have not because ye ask not!” 


And then, we sometimes have evan- 
gelists doing unethical things. Occasion- 
ally one will spring up that if he finds 
the preacher’s rations have been a bit 
short, he will proceed to lecture a whole 
congregation about it, when he ought 
to be “keeping his foot” lest His Fa- 
ther’s business be damaged. Jesus knows 
the need of every human being, and we 
have always had our “lean” years as 
well as our “fat” ones, so the best adver- 
tisement for Christians to offer sinners 
in these times of depression is Psalm 37: 
25: “I have been young, and am now 
old; yet have I not seen the righteous 
forsaken, nor his seed begging bread.” 


I believe the desire to GIVE and 
TITHE is put into the hearts of 
“born-again” men and women by the 
Holy Spirit just the same as forgiveness 
of sins is given, and for an evangelist to 
razz a congregation for not giving, 
when he knows not the surrounding con- 
ditions, is just as detrimental as for a 
storekeeper to fuss with a customer

For the benefit of those who wish to 
know, the Editor stands for the whole 
Bible rightly divided. I believe in the 
old-time gospel—the new birth, sancti- 
fication, baptism of the Holy Ghost, 
divine healing, the second coming of Je- 
sus to catch away the saints, the Church 
of God with its doctrines, tenets, and 
teachings as written in the Word of God, 
and all the good truths too numerous 
to mention. In fact, I haven’t changed 
my faith since I have been a member of 
the Church of God. I was a student of 
the Bible for over thirty years before I 
heard about the Church of God, and 
after I received the Holy Ghost I felt 
sure that God, through the revelation 
of the Spirit, gave me an understanding 
of His Word. The Word of God hasn’t 
changed, and I believe it with all my 
heart. 


Unity of the Saints 

Now I beseech you, brethren, by the 
name of our Lord Jesus Christ, that ye 
all speak the same thing, and that there 
be no divisions among you; but that ye 
be perfectly joined together in the same 
mind and in the same judgment,” 1 Cor. 
1:10. 

Paul is admonishing the saints at Cor- 
inth concerning their faith and under- 
standing ef God’s Word. They are all to 
speak the same thing. Having a perfect 
knowledge of God’s Word, will, of 
course, bring us into a unity of the faith, 
and there is nothing that will be a great- 
er blessing to the Church than to be per- 
fectly joined together. To have the same 
understanding and the same judgment 
concerning the great truths of God will 
be the greatest blessing that can come to 
any local church. Divisions and misun- 
derstandings will weaken any body of 
saints. 

We should be careful not to practice 
or partake of things that would be an 
offence to the saints. As a general rule, 
the cream of the Church is those con- 


servative Christians who separate them- 
selves from the world and things that 
are of a worldly nature. The tendency 
to drift and to be like the world is cer- 
tainly getting a hold in many places. 
The most detrimental thing is, for the 
sake of pleasure, to advise and allow 
things to go on in the Church of God 
that are like the world. I believe our 
young people should be cheerful, happy, 
and sociable, but when it comes to par- 
taking of things that are worldly and 
grieve the Spirit of God, it certainly is 
against their best interest. 

The organization I belonged to before 
I joined the Church of God lost most 
of its spiritual power by substituting 
ritualism and entertainment instead of 
the Spirit and power of God. It put 
on things of a worldly nature and its 
young people, after a summer’s revival, 
would have a party every week some- 
where. I hope our people will pray and 
not allow these things to get in and sap 
their spiritual life, for Jesus is soon to 
come back and I am afraid many will 
not be ready. 

You may think there is no harm in 
these things, but I remember how those 
people lost their spiritual power and be- 
came so indifferent until many went 
deeper into worldly pleasure and sin, and 
when a revival season came the first 
thing they had to do was to get the 
members reclaimed. These things .are 
light and frivolous and do not aid the 
spiritual life. Jesus is soon coming and 
it will pay us to leave off every thing 
that does not build us up spiritually. 


The Falling Away 

“And because iniquity shall abound, 
the love of many shall wax. cold. But he 
that shall cndure unto the end, the same 
shall be saved,” Matt. 24:12, 13. 

Just before Jesus returns the love of 
many will wax cold, according to His 
own words. When love begins to wane 
we may know that we are drifting from 
God, for God is love, and those who abide 
in God must retain their love one for an- 
other, and they must love the souls of 
men. 

Verse 13 seems to indicate that at the

The most wonderful life lived in the 
world is the Christian life. To live the 
Christian life successfully is man’s great- 
est earthly achievement. In living such a 
life there are many things that must be 
overcome. There are many things that al- 
most seem a part of the Christian him- 
self, yet would wreck him if allowed to 
run their course. There are still other 
things that seem quite harmless, yet are 
fatal, if indulged. In this article it is our 
purpose to point out a few things that 
the successful Christian must avoid. 

FAN ATICISM 

The Apostle Paul says, “It is good to 
be zealously affected always in a good 
thing” (Gal. 4:18), but wild-eyed fa- 
naticism is always harmful. There are 
fanatics on healing, dress, holiness, 
spiritual demonstration, tithing, eating, 
drinking, shouting, the gifts of the 
Spirit, the Church, the coming of Je- 
sus, and many other precious truths. 
Now God is pleased to have His dear 
children know and accept the truth on 
all lines, but to do so, and to keep each 
truth in its proper setting, is the accom- 
plishment of a very few. And yet there 
is a command, “Be not unwise but un- 
derstanding what the will of the Lord is” 
(Eph. 5:17). 

CONTENTIONS, STRIFE 

These are to be avoided (Titus 3:9), 
they are counted by the inspired writer 
as “unprofitable and vain.” They belong 
with the works of the flesh (Gal. 5:20) 
and have no place in the Church or 
among spiritual Christians and ministers 
of the gospel of Jesus. Suppose there are 
minor differences between Christians, 
why strive and argue to carry our point? 
Most people have certain personal views, 
opinions or preferences, about many 
matters that make no difference one 
way or the other. 

CRITICISM AND FAULTFINDING 

It is always easier to see the faults and 
failures of others than it is to see our 
own. Perhaps there is a well-grounded 
reason for this. However, it is more 
profitable to search out our own and 
get rid of them. We may not be able al- 
ways to close our eyes to all that passes 
before them, or to stop our ears from 
hearing all that is spoken in our pres- 
ence, but we are supposed to have grace 
enough not to talk about things we see, 
or tell things we hear or know, unless 
it is for God’s glory that we do so. The 
critic and faultfinder need prayer. 


A BUSYBODY AND TATTLER 
Judging from the way some use their 


tongues on others in these days, you 
might decide that they were dangerously 
near to this practice which was so ter- 
ribly condemned in the early days. Read 
2 Thess. 3, 11 and 1 Tim. 5:13, and if 
you care to know how another great 
apostle classes the person who is a busy- 
body and tattler, read 1 Peter 4:15. An- 
other writer says, “And the tongue is a 
fire, a world of iniquity: so is the tongue 
among our members, that it defileth the 
whole body, and setteth on fire the 
course of nature, and it is set on fire of 
hell” (Jas. 3:6), and in verse 2 read of 
God’s “perfect man,” who is “able also 
to bridle the whole body,” tongue and 
all. This, of course, is accomplished on- 
ly through the grace of God. 


PRIDE 

Pride is to be avoided, whether it be 
natural or spiritual, neither have any 
place in God’s spiritual people. It is with 
the humble that God walks. And it is 
said that he “resisteth the proud” (Jas. 
4:6). Among the many things con- 
demned by Saint Paul in the laity and 
the ministry is this abominable pride (1 
Tim. 3:6) and his words still stand out 
in condemnation of this sin which is so 
prevalent in the Church today. Now 
we may legislate against short sleeves, 
bobbed hair, etc., but that pride which 
expresses itself in a long line of expen- 
sive and showy dresses, coats, suits, etc., 
(with no self-denial and sacrifice to 
help send the gospel to those lost in 
darkness) may be just as fatal. 

True humility is only found in the 
heart that is crucified to the world and 
all that is in it. True spirituality lives 
only in the atmosphere of Christlike hu- 


mility. “For every one that exalteth 
himself shall be abased; and_ he that 
humbleth himself shall be exalted,” 
Luke 18:14. 

SELFISHNESS 


Jesus gave Himself for us. There was 
no reserve, He gave His all. Saint Paul’s 
testimony is one of the greatest ever 
given by a believer in Christ: “I am 
crucified, nevertheless I live; yet not I, 
but Christ liveth in me: and the life 
which I now live in the flesh I live by 
the faith of the Son of God, who loved 
me and gave himself for me” (Gal. 2: 
20). Jesus said, “If any man will come 
after me, let him deny himself and take 
up his cross and follow me” (Matt. 16: 
24). That means all, every one who will 
come. You might say, “There is no such 
thing as a selfish Christian, impossible.” 
But what fruits of selfishness do show 
themselves in professed Christians of to- 
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day! How foreign is that selfish spirit 
from the spirit of the lowly Jesus and 
His glorious gospel! Selfishness belongs 
in a long chain of links. Some of these 
are covetousness, pride, self-esteem, big- 
otry, partiality, spiritual blindness, etc. 
Let all Christians beware of this chain.

Healing Results 

Every blessing that God gives to man 
has a spiritual significance, and of bod- 
ily healing this is especially true, even 
if its worth has been underestimated by 
many Christians and spiritual leaders. 

1. In the first place definite bodily 
healing makes God more real to the one 
healed and to those who witness the 
healing, and at no point in the experi- 
ence of Christians can help be of 
greater value. Everything in the entire 
realm of the Christian’s life “centers” 
in God and His personality and our re- 
lation to Him. Then it is true that wor- 
ship in its every detail should contribute 
to this one end, that is, to make God 
more real to men. The healing of the 
body thus contributes in a special way 
to this great need. 

2. Healing by faith in God helps to 
give prominence to the things of the 
Spirit of God in general. The faith of 
those who trust God for bodily healing 
seems to have a wider scope and more 
real spiritual tone. Whether men _be- 
lieve healing is in the atonement for all 
or not, it cannot be argued but that God 
is pleased with such praying when He 
answers it and heals the sick. And we 
do not believe that any can deny that 
those who trust God for the healing of 
their bodies are stronger spiritually, and 
have a more victorious experience in ev- 
ery way than those who do not. We have 
always put the salvation of the soul 
first, and do not compare healing with 
the soul’s salvation in importance, but 
we have noticed, as a rule, that a spirit- 
ual uplift accompanies the healing of 
the body. 

3. Sometimes, if not usually, the 
spiritual blessings that accompany ex- 
periences of healing are greater than the 
bodily healing. This fact should certainly 
not be overlooked in counting up the 
blessings that go to build up the Chris- 
tian’s faith and that establish him in the 
way of life. Sometimes a definite healing 
has resulted in awaking a Christian to 
possibilities and attainments not before 
realized, possibly a vision of the harvest 
field, and a service to be rendered, or 
maybe a definite call for service. 

4. As the result of the healing of some 
loved one or friend, or even an acquaint- 
ance, many individuals have been 
brought into the light of the gospel, and

ANOTHER LETTER 


From Brother and Sister Hoyle ase 


Ootacamund, India, June 14.—When 
Sister Cook was ready to return to the 
hills, we decided to come up here, too, 
for a few days and meet Brother and 
Sister Conney. 

Brother and Sister Cook have three 
sons. One of them is active in mission- 
ary work, though he is only eighteen 
years of age. The next one has finished 
school but his health is not good when 
he is in Travancore. The youngest one 
is still in school up here, so at least dur- 
ing school term someone has to keep 
the two boys up in the hills. During the 
hot season the whole family is here. 

Soon Brother Cook will be going to 
the Tamil field for evangelistic work. 
Sister Cook will remain here a while 
longer, and we shall soon return to our 
school work. 

This is quite a town, with European 
conveniences in almost every line, and it 
surely is in the mountains, a beautiful 





place, ideal for a cool rest from the tor- 
rid heat of the south. This is called a 
“hill station.” It is one of the places 
where missionaries retire for rest, so dur- 
ing the hot season there are all kinds of 
missionaries here. I met one brother and 
sister here who are with an organization 
that does not believe in Pentecost. I’m 
sure the brother is sanctified and he is 
seeking the Holy Ghost. They are fine 
people. Her sister belongs to the Church 
of God. I feel that the Lord is leading 
this brother and sister to the Church of 
God. They are today returning to their 
station and expect to come to America 
on furlough next year. They surely are 
hungry for the Holy Ghost. Do pray 
that they will be filled and led entirely 
God’s way. Another missionary and his 
wife are very interested in the Holy 
Ghost. In fact, his wife has spoken in 
tongues once but isn’t satisfied. Soon 
they'll return to their station. Pray 
that they will accept the full blessing, 
too. Then there is another sister who is 
out here alone, came two years ago, and 
is the only missionary of her church. She 
is a wonderful girl; has a burning ex- 
perience with God. The Holy Ghost 
speaks through her so sweetly and she 
is such a power for God. Her home is 
in Georgia. Oh, I surely wish she would 
come into the Church of God. She told 
of her leaving home, and making the long 
trip to this new land alone. Since being 
here she has faced death and the gun, 
but God healed and delivered her. She is 
so brave and precious. I love her. Re- 
member her in prayer, too. 

The Evangel is quite welcomed up 
here. We receive foreign mail once a 
week. In a few days we'll be back in 
Chengannur, Travancore. 

Several asked us about sending us 
small cash—a dollar bill, or five or ten 
dollars. Brother and Sister Cook say they 
will buy any American bills we have 
because they are hoping to come home 
on furlough and can use them, when- 
ever that may be. Their friends send 
them cash in letters, but they usually 
put a thin cardboard in front and back 
of the bill and then place well inside the 
letter. 

Every day I’m finding many things I 
could have used here, but left at home. 
For instance, Sister Cook lent me her 
two woolen sweaters and knitted shawl 
to use while up here. I’m certainly mak- 
ing good use of them. Hoyle and I both 
are wearing our overcoats. Yes, so was 
I surprised that it was 58 degrees any- 
where in India, but it has been that here 
since we've come! 
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It seems every one is knitting some- 
thing among the English people here. It 
was true on the boat and it is true here. 
It seems funny one can buy wool yarn 
even in India. 


We had roasting ears for dinner to- 
day—corn on the cob. Almost any vege- 
table you want is grown in this vicinity. 
It’s quite a gardening spot, and market 
day is very interesting. Here it is Tues- 
day, so I had a visit to the market yes- 
terday. The open market is quite a 
gathering-place. The natives sit flat on 
the concrete floor with their wares sur- 
rounding them, and a slight shelter from 
sun and rain over them. The corn was 
ten cents a dozen, lovely large ears, and 
so tender. New potatoes were three 
pounds for four cents. We have seen 
such extensive potato patches. When we 
are in Travancore we get vegetables 
either from a town forty miles away 
(someone goes for them on the bus, bus 
fare being cheap), or whoever is up here 
sends us a basket each week from here 
by bus or train. We can get oatmeal, 
cornflakes, shredded wheat, and all-bran 
from a reliable chain store here (Spen- 
cers) and in that town forty miles from 
Chengannur. Of course, Chengannur 
and near villages are native, not Euro- 
pean, and small, so we can’t get much 
there. 

I must tell something of our trip up 
here. We came eighty miles in the car, 
then took a train the rest of the way 
(about 250 miles altogether). There is 
first, second, and third class on the 
trains. We travelled third class, which 
is one-fourth the fare of even second 
class. The cars are more like box cars 
than coaches, each car being divided in- 
to sections, with each seat extending the 
entire width of the coach and every two 
seats facing each other. When the train 
is full, half of the passengers ride back- 
ward. The aisle runs from side to side 
of the coach and there is a door on each 
side or at the end of each aisle. Of 
course, in a full car one could hardly 
pass down the aisle without treading on 
feet except for the fact that it is the 
native fashion to sit on their feet upon 
the seat. The train was not crowded so 
we had a compartment to ourselves, but 
as Hoyle said, it was the “caboose.” The 
seats are purely hard wood in third 
class, with only a covering in second 
class, and upholstered in first class. So 
we took a pillow to sit on. Everywhere 
in India one carries his bedding if trav- 
eling at night, so we took blankets, 
quilts, sheets, and pillows, and at night 
padded our seat as well as possible and 
lay down to sleep. Over each seat is an- 
other plank which may be Jet down for 
an upper berth, so while Sister Cook and 
I enjoyed the lower berth, her eldest son 
and Hoyle climbed upstairs (without 
any stairway) to bed. Riding in third

§. Healing in apostolic times was “in 
the name of Jesus.”

May God restore to 
us that lost art of praying in Jesus’ 
name, that again we may pray as the 
early Church did, and enjoy as they did 
the unusual presence and power of the 
Holy Ghost for the supply of our every 
need, and among other things, the heal- 
ing which we need.

class, we were very private, no c 
bothered with intruders, except the 
ticket collector. "Twas not such a bad 
experience as I thought train travel in 
India would be, so I slept quite well and 
arrived here the next morning feeling 
none the worse for the trip. 

These mountains are beautiful. At the 
foot we changed trains, getting in the 
“caboose” again, but since the engine 
pushes the train up the mountain, we 
were more in the coal car or baggage car 
position. The railway winds its way 


around up the mountains 7,000 feet, 
through tunnels of solid rock, over 
bridges spanning gorges and _ chasms, 


filled with boulders and rushing streams, 
and all the while passing along thickly 
vegetated land. In parts it is jungle. 
Once we saw a monkey quite close to the 
track. The trees are beautiful and the 
wild flowers gorgeous. Even oleanders 
grow wild. The ground is covered with 
all kinds of pretty flowers and at the 
small villages myriads of flowers are 
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seen—petunias, verbenas, morning glor- 
ies, roses, cannas, dahlias, nasturtiums, 
begonias. etc. Also groves and groves of 
areca or beetle nut trees, the leaf of 
which is used as the tobacco leaf, and 
groves of eucalyptus trees from which 
an oil is made used for medicine (colds, 
etc.), and somewhat as a perfume, too. 
There were other beautiful flowering 
trees, the bloom of which is somewhat 
like a small lily and the perfume very 
similar to orange blossoms. There is also a 
hard surface (asphalt) highway up these 
mountains. They’re the most beautiful 
mountains I’ve ever seen. They are cer- 
tainly God’s blessing to His laborers as 
a place of rest and relief from the ter- 
rific strain of heat and trying circum- 
stances on the plains. 

In this town the homes are set off 
with beautiful flower gardens. The soil 
is very fertile. Sister Cook has beautiful 
roses, geraniums, nasturtiums, larkspurs, 
carnations, daisies, and numerous other 
plants I do not know the names of, also 
lots of highly perfumed sweet peas. Sis- 
ter Cook brought me a beautiful pink 
rose this morning, and there is a lovely 
bouquet of sweet peas in the house all 
the time. Sister Conney has a beautiful 
flower garden—gorgeous dahlias of deli- 
cate colors, and other varieties of flow- 
ers. We went to service for missionaries 
at Sister Conney’s house Sunday morning 
and night, and at 4:00 p. m. to a native 
service in this town. It was a bad, rainy 
day. Not many natives were out. Hoyle 
and I both spoke to them through an in- 
terpreter. Continue to pray for our use- 
fulness here.
